It may not be amiss to say, owing to an oversight in the assess- 
ment of taxes, the two thousand dollars voted by the town to be 
raised in extinguishment of its debt occasioned by disbursements 


on account of the December freshet of 1878, was not included in | 


the amount by the assessors, thus leaving no alternative to the 
Selectmen but to borrow the sum, and the loan was made to the 
town by P. M. Wells. It is recommended this amount be voted 
to be raised, and this debt paid. ‘The poor whom we alwavs have 
with us, are no light burden although the disbursements on their 
account does not much exceed the appropriations, and were it not 
for the excessive outlays of one or two of the number would be 
under the same. However it can be said no unnecessary outlays 
-have been made or anything spared for their necessary comfort 
with an assuring prospect the sum required for the year ensuing 
will be smaller. 

It is respectfully submitted in regard to the highways and town 
ways, there should be a change in the manner of keeping them in 
proper repair. Although the surveyors have well expended thei1 
respective appropriation, and the roads and bridges in all parts of 
the town are in comparative good condition, much too large a 
proportion is in a labor tax—and would be much more economi- 
cally: expended were one half the assessment money tax, and 
left in the hands of the selectmen, and should occasion require be 
expended by them in any of the surveyors’ districts they should 
judge needed the repairs It is also submitted the rates allowed 
in payment of this labor tax should not exceed the market rates of 
labor, thus giving an equal choice to pay in labor or cash. 

The non-resident tax, that proportion of which is for. maintain- 
al of highways. and always paid in cash, would have saved to the

town 33 I-3 per cent of the amount appropriated, had the same 
been expended at the market rates of labor for a double team and 
man three dollars a day instead of $4.50 the town allowed. It 
may be stated there are encouraging signs the money invested in 
town lands will be paid into the treasury and the matter settled 
amicably to all parties interested,” and the same be applied to 
liquidate town debt. It is not necessary further to add that the 
completion of two new and important railroads in the near 
future renders it possible to communicate with all central points 
from depots in our own town. Shall we not hope this fact will 
tend to increase the real and personal interest of its inhabitants, 
and Whately’s beautiful mountain hills and valleys may be mul- 
tiplied with cottages and swarm anew with busy life.

In presenting a report of the schools in this town, we feel . 
warranted in stating that at least an average degree of prosperity 
has been attained. Of the eight teachers employed four of them 
have taught for the entire school year, in the same schools. 


Most of the teachers have beem teachers, of large experience and 
ability ; one of them having taught for nearly thirty years, and all 
of Hien have seemed to be faithful and true to their trusts. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The South-center school house needs reshingling and the top 
of the room needs plastering as most of it is loose and much of it 
has fallen down, and more of it will, as every storm of either 
rain or snow goes through the roof. A new coat of paint is also 
needed in this house. 

The South-west school house is in bad condition and needs 
thorough repairs. The other school houses with a few slight re- 
pairs can be made comfortable for another year. 


SCHOOL MAPS. 


We have supplied all the schools with sets of maps at an ex- 
pense of twenty-five dollars. This supplies a need which has 
long been felt by teachers, scholars and committee. 
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TRUANT LAW. 


Under existing laws, each town is obliged to have a truant 
law, or in default loose their portion of State money, amounting, 
in our town, to over two hundred dollars a year. We _ prepared 
and had a law for truant children, approved by Judge Conant, a 
copy of which is annexed to this report. We also appointed 
Lucius P. Doane and Herbert Longley truant officers, to serve 
till April 1, 1880. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 


This school has been in the charge of Miss Emma Phillips, a | 


lady of culture and refinement. This school is composed largely 
of scholars who had not attended school since the previous win- 
ter, and of course were restless and uneasy at first. But the 
school has improved and seems to us to be a prosperous and_suc- 
cessful school. One thing is noticeable, that there has been less 
damage to the school-room and hall building than in former 
years. This may be due in a measure to the local truant officer. 
We would recommend an appropriation of one hundred and 
fifty dollars for this school.

BY-LAWS 
Of the town of Whately in relation to Truant Children. 


~Srcrion 1. Any minor child between the ages of seven and 
fifteen years, who shall be guilty of being an ,habitual truant, or 
- wandering about the streets or public places of the town, having 
- no lawful occupation or business ; not attending school and grow- 
ing up in ignorance; shall upon conviction thereof be punished 
by a fine not exceeding twenty dolar s, or instead thereof may be 
committed to the State Primary ‘school at Monson for such time 
not exceeding two years, as the Justice or Court having jurisdic- 
tion thereof may determine. ee 

Sxc. 2. It shall be the duty of ‘the feachers of said town of 
Whately, to report all violations of these by-laws, known to 
them, to the school committee and to one of the truant officers. 

Sec. 3. Itshall be the duty of the truant officers of said town 
to inquire into all violations of these by-laws, and to make com- 
plaints against all violators thereof. They shall report to the 
School Committee the name of each offender and the offense 
committed, before making complaint. They shall keep a full 
record of their official acts, and make report in writing to the 
School Committee annually, or as much oftener as the School 
Committee shall require.
